NOTES AND COM MENTS 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT by Premier Aberhart'of the im¬ 
possibility of fulfilling his promises, though not unex¬ 
pected by those who from the first regarded his proposals as 
a flight of fantasy, must be a disappointment to those who 
implicitly believed that increased purchasing power was to 
be provided through Social Credit. Wealth can only come 
from production, not from book entries with a fountain pen 
and velocity dollars issued in the form of Prosperity Certifi¬ 
cates. 

'J'HE PREMIER frankly stated he was unable to accom¬ 
plish what he had hoped in the time stated. He has 
found that Alberta cannot be a law unto itself and still con¬ 
form to the constitution of Canada. The legislation so hastily 
put through regarding debt6, interest, Social Credit houses, 
the issuing of Prosperity Certificates has proved useless, 
which demonstrates the amateurish and ill-advised attempts 
to flaunt fundamental principles of honor and integrity 
which must be observed, particularly by governments, if 
chaos and revolution are to be avoided. 

'J'HE IMPRACTICAL ideas of many of the Social Credit 
member!:, and their subjugation to everything the pre* 
mier proposed, combined with the admission of failure dur¬ 
ing Sunday’s broadcast from the Prophetic Bible Institute, 
will convince people that the present government has not 
the business ability to extricate the province from the diffi- 
calties which it has created. There must be leaders selected 
to restore a greater measure of stability than has existed for 
two years. The lesson must be impressed on people that 
production alone is the source of wealth and prosperity. 

PARTY POLITICS it has been suggested should be drop¬ 
ped in trying to re-establish Alberta’s credit. For that 
reason The People’s League of Alberta has been organized 
and the deliberations of the meeting of the provisional ex¬ 
ecutive now being held in Calgary will be awaited with, in¬ 
terest. There is both strength and weakness in a democratic 
form of government, yet nobody would think of surrendering 
its liberties. The weakness is that emotional appeal will 
sometimes carry a leader into office regardless of his practi¬ 
cal ability to solve financial and business problems. Al* 
berta’s experience proves it. Yet on the other hand it 
guards against dictatorship, for British peoples will quickly 
turn on any leader whom they fin£. is attempting a’ policy of 
coercion. 

JF THE People’s League can form a coalition of political 
parties and select leaders who will formulate a construc¬ 
tive policy to stabilize conditions and restore confidence in 
our own people and among those in other provinces, it will 
perform useful service. Conditions cannot be permitted to 
drift as they have since the present government took office, 
stirring up hostility and dividing the people into two fac¬ 
tions. However, to still enable him to retain office, the 
premier is asking for a vote from all Social Credit support¬ 
ers by the first week in June, presumably to enable him to 
carry on despite the breakdown of his plan. With an over¬ 
whelming majority in the legislature, and a predicted favor¬ 
able vote from the constituency organizations, he may carry 
on for the full term of five years. On the other hand public 
confidence may become so shaken even among Social Credit¬ 
ed, it may compel the government to resign. Anything 
may happen. 

YfyTHEN YOU’VE money in your pocket you quickly for* 
get that you were once poor, and the pangs of hunger 
are soon forgotten when your stomach is full. Speculation 
in oil and mining stocks is very active, and the collapse of 
1929 and the subsequent depression have faded into the 
background. A new army cf speculators and “suckers” 
has arrived, and a timely warning was recently issued by 
Finance Minister Dunning, especially to those who can 
least afford to speculate, and whom a collapse of speculative 
values hits hardest. If you have more money than you 
need to live on and provide for old age, then please your¬ 
self if you take a chance to lose it. But for people depend¬ 
ing on wages and salaries, there are too many risks. There 
are still some very sharp people lQoking for easy money. 

AN INSTANCE of the loss occasioned by blocked high 
ways is shown in just one service station in Coleman 
In February 1936 there was sold 2,000 gallons of gasoline 
in February 1937 it dropped to 500 gallons. At 7c tax per 
gallon, a loss of $105 is shown. Besides, truck drivers were 
unable to work and certain lines of business came to a stand¬ 
still. Multiply the figures of one service station throughout 
southern Alberta, and it will be seen that the government 
was out thousands of dollars in gasoline tax. Would it not 
pay to have adequate snow clearing equipment?

No Obligation On The Part Of Re¬ 
cipient To Return To Sender 

Few persons have escaped the 
annoyance of receiving through the 
mails such articles as ties, socks, 
handkerchiefs and other merchandise 
which they have not ordered and had 
no intention of buying, but which 
they either pay for, goi to the ex¬ 
pense of returning or worry about. 
They need not do any of these 
things, according to the Toronto 
Better Business Bureau, which sends 
out a circular deploring the re¬ 
crudescence of this "racket” and ad¬ 
vising the public how it may be dis¬ 
posed of. It seems the names of the 
victims are taken from telephone 
directories and the trade is well 
organized. It evidently succeeds to] 
a profitable extent, or it would not 
be persisted in. 

Now here is the cheering informa¬ 
tion supplied by the Toronto Better 
Business Bureau. There is no obli¬ 
gation, it says, to buy the mer¬ 
chandise, neither need it be returned 
to the sender, even when a stamped 
addressed container is enclosed, 
a qualified representative of the 
pany calls for payment or to take 
back the goods, the citizen is quite 
w<Rxin his rights in demanding stor¬ 
age charges before turning

Canada’s Radium Industry 

Is Now Established On A Regular 
Production Basis 

Discovery of important deposits 
of pitchblende, the chief commercial 
ore of radium, associated with rich 
silver ore was made at Great Bear 
Lake, Northwest Territories, in 1930, 
but it was not until the latter part 
of 1936 that development and re¬ 
search had reached a point at which 
It could be stated with assurance 
that radium as a Canadian industry 
was established on a regular produc¬ 
tion basis. To obtain this status 
much progress had first to be made 
in four separate fields: mining, trans¬ 
portation, refining and marketing. 

In 1931, 20 tons of high-grade ma¬ 
terial from Great Bear Lake were 
shipped to the Mines Branch Lab¬ 
oratories for experimental purposes, 
and the results obtained in the treat¬ 
ment of this triai shipment were so 
successful that a commercial plant 
for the production of radium salts 
was established at Port Hope, On¬ 
tario. 

With the mine at Great Bear Lake 
and the refinery at Port Hope, more 
than 3,000 miles apart, the task of 
bringing the ore from the mine to 
the refinery presented a difficult sit¬ 
uation, especially as the mine is 
located 1,450 miles beyond the end 
of the railway line. By means of 
the navigable waters of the Mac¬ 
kenzie River system and efficient and 
economical air service it is now pos¬ 
sible to freight concentrates out and 
equipment in between the railhead 
at Waterways, in Northern Alberta, 
to the dock only a few feet from 
the mine-shaft. 

By October, 1936, Canada's radium 
production reached two grams 
monthly for the first time and on 
November 16 production of the first 
ounce (28 grams) was completed.

Scoffing at patriots who pass 
around gas masks at tea parties, 
the scientists published a book on 
experiments they conducted to test| 
the home office’s suggested safe¬ 
guards. 

They declare: 

1. An average person could remain 
alive in the ordinary "gas-proof” 
chamber only about three hours. ] 

2. If the room* were made "gas- 
tight" it would be too small to live 
In for 12 hours. 

3. The gas mask will give only a 
limited amount of protection—and ] 
that only to healthy adults with cool] 
heads. 

4. The cost of making buildings 
impenetrable by incendiary bombs is 
prohibitive. 

The doubting scientists also cen¬ 
sured the government’s plan to pro¬ 
tect children, contending the "gas- 1 
proof" baby carriage has the same 
limitations as the "gas-proof” room.

andahs or 'garages will bring the 
whole thing' together. It will give 
the home the appearance of being 
part of the landscape rather than- 
some rigid affair sticking out of the 
earth. 

Vegetables, on the other hand, 
should be planted in straight rows. 
But here, tbo, a little planning will 
help. There are a great many new 
varieties now available in Canada 
and by the liberal use of some of 
these new things, and by adopting 
the rule to make at least three sow¬ 
ings of each variety a week or ten 
days apart, production can be ma¬ 
terially increased. The big advant¬ 
age of the vegetable garden right at 
the door is freshness, but to get full 
value in this respect it is important 
to have a new supply coming along 
frequently. Therefore, the modern 
gardener instead of planting all his 
peas, lettuce or carrots on the same 
day, puts sonre in the first week and 
more a little later.

Earlier Opening Date 

Vessels May Use Hudson Bay Limits 
From August Fifth 
The Hudson Bay route to Church- 
111, Man., will be opened Aug. 5 this 
year compared with Aug. 10 last 
year. The closing date without sur¬ 
charge on insurance will be extended 
from Oct. 7 to Oct. 10. This was 
Indicated in a reply tabled in the 
house to a question asked by W. A." 
Tucker (Lib., Rosthem). 

The opening date will be subject 
to provision that no vessel may pass 
Cape Chidley between Aug. D and 
Aug. 10 until advised by patrol ship 
N. B. McLean that it is safe to do so. 
Vessels may use the route between 
Oct. 11 and 15 by paying a 25 per 
cent, insurance surcharge. 

The reply explained the insur¬ 
ance rates on cargoes was a matter 
of competition. Rates on ships using 
the Hudson Bay route to Churchill 
had been reduced annually from 
1930 to 1936 by strong representa¬ 
tions from the Dominion government 
to the imperial shipping committee. 
The 1936 rates were approximately 
1(4 per cent, above the St. Lawrence 
route. The government would con¬ 
tinue t6 press for lower Hudson Bay 
rates, the ministry replied.

Coronation Broadcast 

Not Merely The Empire, But The 
Whole World Will Listen In 

Not merely the empire but the 
world will listen to the coronation] 
ceremonies May 12 Inside and out¬ 
side Westminster Abbey. This, the 
first coronation to be broadcast, will 
reach out in English and foreign 
tongues from a battery of 50 micro¬ 
phones. 

The earl marshal is considering the 
feasibility of setting up television 
machinery in the abbey for the 
actual crowning. In any event 
Stephen Tallents, of the British ] 
Broadcasting commission, hopes and 
expects the outside processions will 
be caught on the wireless screen In 
their full panoply. 

King George .VI. will likely 
elude the momentous day with a per¬ 
sonal message to his subjects. This] 
will probably be delivered at 8:00 
p.m., G.M.T. (1 p.m., M.S.T.). 

Twenty microphones will be estab¬ 
lished In the abbey Itself so every 
audible detail of the service will be 
caught Along the route microphones 
will be posted at strategic points 
and trained observers will describe 
the passing scene. 

The coronation day broadcast will 
probably start about 10:15 am., 
G.M.T. (the procession times are 
estimated on the basis of precedent) 
when the procession begins from 
Buckingham palace to the abbey. 
And the abbey broadcast is likely to 
last from 11:15 a.m. until 2:15 pm. 

Immediately following the service 
there may be a break until the re¬ 
turn procession begins at about 3 
p.m., but this lapse Is not definitely 
settled yet. The return procession 
will be covered with even greater 
thoroughness, the scenes at Trafal¬ 
gar Square, St. James’s palace and 
Oxford-Circus to be given special at¬ 
tention. 

The evening’s schedule includes a 
program at 6:30 p.m. entitled “The] 
Empire’s Homage,” which will link 
up as many parts of the empire as 
possible and which will be featured 
by Individual messages of loyalty

An Unusual Menu 

Food Was flown More Ilian 1,100 
Miles For Dinner Guests 

To eat a dinner, all the nine 
courses of which had been flown 
more than 1,700 miles to them, has 
been the experience of 20 men in 
Sydney, Australia. 

It was given by A. Macalister 
Blaln, member of parliament, on be¬ 
half of his constituents of the vast, 
almost unoccupied Northern Terri¬ 
tory of Australia, as a demonstra¬ 
tion of what could be produced there. 

The courses were oysters, real 
kangaroo-tail soup, barramundi (an 
excellent fish from the Roper River), 
roast beef, buffalo tongue enriched 
with wild pig, goose and “blackfella” 
duck, tropical fruit, coffee grown on 
the Adelaide River and ground nuts 
from Daly Waters.

Another speaker warned the diners 
that, to-day, there were more Japa¬ 
nese fishermen, with military train¬ 
ing, off the coast of North Australia 
than there were white men.—Aus¬ 
tralian Press Bureau.

“On the 
contrary,” was the reply, “it was a 
very interesting one: it is the small¬ 
est number expressible as a sum of 
cubes in two different ways.”—Lon¬ 
don Observer.
